RESOLUTION 

Cashew 

New Delhi, the 22nd April 1905 

No. 13/ 25/64-EP (AGRI) .—The Report of the Study Group on Cashew and the 
various problems arising therefrom, as embodied in the Ministry of Commerce 
Resolution No, 13/25/04-EP(AgrI), dated the 23rd March 1905, were further coni 
sldered at the meeting convened by the Planning Commission on the 25th March 
1965, and the following conclusions were reached:— 

(i) The production of raw cashewnut at the end of the Third Plan was 
expected to be 1.36 lakh tonnes. 

(il) About 13 lakh acres of land should be brought under cashew by the 
end of the Fourth Plan. 

(Hi) The target of production of raw cashewnut for the Fourth Plan was 
agreed at 3.28 lakh tonnes. 

(iv) The target of export of cashew kernel for the Fourth Plan was agreed 
at 65 thousand tonnes as compared to 56,000 tonnes by the end of 
the Third Plan. 
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(v) Research was considered very essential for the development of cashew- 
nut and It was agreed that a pilot project might be started at an early 
date. 

(vi) The loan of Rs. 200 per acre advanced for cashew cultivation should bo 

given subject to the condition that the cashew plantation would bo 
fenced. 

(vii) No subsidy but only loan should be allowed for the cultivation of cashew. 

This should, however, be free of interest for the first five years. 

(viii) The import of cashewnut might be continued during the Fourth Plan, to 
the extent of 82 thousand tonnes of raw cashewnut per annum during 
this period. 

(lx) An additional area of 4 to 5 lakh acres might be brought under cashew 
cultivation during the Fourth Five Year Plan, The approach should 
be selective and only areas which were likely to have high yield 
should be brought under cultivation. A letter might be addressed to 
the State Governments by the Ministry of Food and Agriculture to 
work out additional areas which could be brought under cashew on 
cultivation during the Fourth Plan In each State, 

(x) If It was found in public interest to promote cashew plantation In largo 
estates In any particular area such as sparsely populated areas or 
where heavy investment was required in opening new areas, exemption 
from ceiling might become desirable. It was decided that the Ministry 
of Food and Agriculture might recommend such areas so that the 
matter might be taken up with the State Governments concerned. 

2. Government accept these conclusions and further follow-up action will ho 
takan on these lines.
